But the great, and generall advantage by Fruit-trees is, 
and would be, by C:der, Perry, Cherry-wines, &c. made 
of the Fruits yearely : - C:4er being a l1quor concluded by 
judicious Phyſetians, and known by long, and continuall 
Experience to be exceedingly concucing to health, and 
long life. Many reaſons and evidences hereof might be 
{Lewed at large. . | 

| So that it Health, and Lone life, be things in eſteeme 

with us, there is then reaſon this work of planting Fruit- 
trees ſhould be carried on; efpecially1n planting the beſ?, 
and choiceſt Fruits, ſuch as are known to þe beſt for Cider, 
and other Wines: for the Cider that is made of the beſt 
Fruits, as Peare-maines , Pippins, Moyles, and ſome 0- 
ther ſpeciall kinds, is much fronger and better, than that 
which is made of ordinary fruits. 

It men would plant ſtore of Fruit-trees, then many thou- 
ſand Acres of Land towed yearely with Barly, might be 
{owed with Bread-corne, or turned into Paſture-grounds; 
for they might haveall their 4r;ak, even out of their hedges 
yearely , and abundance to {ell to others at home, or to 


tranſport to other parts. Cider is alſo of ſpeciall uſe in 


long Voyages at Sea; And while ſome kinds of Liquors 
breed diſeaſes ( as not being many times well prepared ) 
Cider doth nct only preſerve the body in health, but alfo 
conduceth much to the care of diſ2aſes,already coatracted, 

And as to the planting of oke, Aſh, Elme, and other 
kinds of Wood; there is very great nzed that this work be 
{et upon more diligently than hath been. 

Firſt, Becauſe there having been ( of late yeares ) {0 
great a waſt, and deſtruGion of Wood, there will not ( other- 
wiſe ) be (in fucure time) a ſutficient ſupply of Timber for 
the building of Shzps, for the ſatery ofthe Nation; nor for 
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The Epiſtle Dzbicator s: 


Secondly, By reaſon of the greatdeſtrution of 3Yood, 
Fuellis growen exceeding {carce,and deare;eſpecially in ma- 
ny places: and will certainly be much more {carce hereafter 
it men benot morediligent in planting. The poorer ſort of 
people in many places make lameatable complaint for 
want of Fell in winter time ; whereas if men would ſet 
uponthis Work, there v:ould be Fxell enoughin all places. 

- Thirdly, By diligent planting there would be Bark 
ſufficient for the upholding of the Tarners trade, which 
is in danger to faile much tor want thereot; Leather being 
already much dexrer than formerly, through the ſcarge 
ty of Bark, | 

Fourthly, By planting ftore of Yowregtrees in the 
Monnds , the Fields would be much warmer in Winter, 
and cooler in Sommer, than when they lye open; and con- 
ſequently Cattle, Core, and all Commodities will thrive, 
and come on the better; to the great advantage of the 
Owners, and the Common-wealth. | 

The profits by planting Frait-trees, and other Trees, are 
exceeding great, and many. Let men well conſider what 
a late Authour writes to this purpoſe: Mr. Blith im his Im- 
prover Improved ; he affirmes, that even boggie Land, not 
worth above two - ſhillings au Acre , by planting it with 
Willow, S$allow, and {uch ike Wood, may be worth neere 
five pound an Acre, and that inteven or eight yeares p.160. 
Yea, and that upon ſome good warme Lana,the Wood upon 
it may be worth threeſcore pornds an Acre; and that in 
elev'n, or twelve yeares; and much morein fewer yeares

Ma/cak ſets out this Art with admirable praiſes, he ſaies, among 
afl ſciences, & goodly exercifes for men, there is none do more res 
freſh the ſpicits,nor cauſe more admiratio in the effeRts of Nature, 
or is more profitable for mans life then is the skill of Plawting and 
Grafting.Many great Lords , and N oble Perſonages bave left their

As this is unſpeakable conſolation to the ſaints ( who are the 
Soodly fruit-trees in this large garden) lo is the ſame cauſe of 
trembling, and aſtoniſhment to all oppoſers of God in this his 
Sreatworke: Y/eeds and wild Plants in a garden, that's carefully 
ordered ,are not ſo ſure of plucking up, as theſe perſons are ofa 
downfali;for God hath ſaid it; he will plant his Garden , and 
enlarge it,vpon an highmountaine, and eminent, and then up poe 
the wi/dtrees, though never ſo high and beantifull, Z#=-b, 17, 
24. Then all the trees of the field ſhall know that I the Lord haw 
brought downs the high tree , have exalted the low tree, have dryed 
np the greene tree, and made the dry tree to flouriſh, 1 the Lord haw 
ſpoken it and have done it - | 

Thirdly: yee that ſtand ovt, and oppoſe the worke of God, be

Let this teach us to have an eye upon Chriſt in all wee doe, 
and take heed of going about to at in our owne ſtrength, either 
in performance of duties,or mortifying Corruptions : Believers 
generally have reconrie to Chriſt in reference to their ſa/varion, 
and deliverance from fin, Wrath, and hell, but doubtleſſe there is 


' ignorance of this point in many, and a great veglect in moſt, in 
 reſpeRof eying Chriſt,and drawing vertae from him by faith, #s 


to particular attings all along in their lives: were we but well 
inſtruced in this point, and did but' practiſe accordingly ( even 
to looke unto Chriſt with the eye of faith, to ferch life, ſtreagth, 
quickning and all things needefull)wee might then dye more wntg 
ſin,andlive more unto God, and might find our ſelves ftrennthned 
with might in the inner man by his glorious power even the ſpirit o 
(riſt: Col. 1, 11. which worketh in his people mightily, 
verſe. 19. | 

Seeing all is from Chrift let therefore all be auto Chriſt: give 
the glory t« him, ſeeing the life, and power to AR is from him, 
This is a Ming of moſt ſpceiall concerament, and to be noted by 
every believer; that as we doe all i» the trength of Chriſt, whois 
the cfficient cauſe of all the good we doe, ſo alſo, we ſhould doe 
all «nto Chriſt,as the finall Cauſe, unio whom,and for whom we 
doeall.

Itis the property of hypocrites, + temporary believers to aRt in their 
awne ſtrength,Gifts,and parts, and for th:wſelves,their eye is ſecret« 
ly pon themſelves; Hof. 10.1. Theſe are empty Vines:they bring 
forth fruit to themſelves,their fruitis as good as no frait , be- 
cauſe for themſelves; but rrees of the Lords planting bring forth 
fruit , that he may be glorified, Eſay 61.3. and Rom.7.4 That we 
ſhould bring forth fruit unto Gd .

Who was a more fruitfull Chriſtian than David the holy 
Propher? he w3s ſo eminently fruitfull, and brought forth ſo much 
znd ſo lovely fraits, as that God himſelfe commends him, and 
ſaies he walked in all the commandments according to his owne 
beart(one particular excepted)and we fee of what a ſpirit he was 
in reſpet of hamility, P[al.1317.,2:\My heart is not hanghty, nor 
wine eyes lofty ymy (oule is even as a Weaned Child , 

And the Apoſtle Pau! diſcovers a ſpirit of more then ordinary 
bumility,1Cor.15 9.1 am the leaſt of the Apoſiles, that am not meete 
tobe called an Apoſtle, Andas though that were not low enovgh, 
hedeſcends lower: 1 am leſſe then the leaſt of all Saints, Eph.3. 8. 
But now, who among the Apoſtles, or Saints brought forth —_

The Reaſons hereof are, firſt ;bamb/- Chriſtians have more from 
God then others; becauſe neererGod;they wilke with God, andGod 
Communicates himſelfe to them more then to others, as familiar 
friends communicate ſecrets one to another; ſo God to the 
humble ſonle that walkes with bim, He giveth grace ro the humble: 
1Pet,5.5.He will teach the humbe his way.P. 25-9. but he reſiſteth 
the proud, and is a farce off from him. | 

Secondly, Humble ſoules are communicativez they make others 
partake with them of whatGod hath given them(Children, &every 
one plucke frait from a law Tree) and he that watereth ſhall be was 
rered allo him/elfe, Prov.1t, 25. the more they give out,the more 
they have commiog in, the more good fruit a Tree brings forth 
the more will the husbandman doe for it(by way of culture) 
thet ir may ſtill bring forth more fruit, | 

Thirdly, Hamble Chriſtians are moſt fruitfull, becauſe they 
receive profit from all perſons, from all things, . they can [learne 
ſomething from everie thing , from the meaneſt, from the worſt 
(whereas proud perſons thinke they have ſo mach that they'l learne 
from none)ſo that their advantages are both from heaven and 
earth as materiall trees growing low,neere the gronud have not only 
the /un and raine, but alſo ſome advantage by the refleion of 
the ſunne beames from the earth ; which ral! , high Trees 
have not; 

Let us be much in love with this pretious grace of humility, and 
beware of pride : if we would bring forth much and faire fruits; 
let vs labour to be clorhed with humility :; and follow the moſt 
Slorions Patterne herein Mat.11-29.Learne of me,for | am mich, 
and lowly in heart : Then ſhall wee bring forth much and preat 
fruits, whereby our father, will be glorified, whereof our ſelves, 
and others may eat and be filled. 

Burt here we may ſtang, and take upa lamentation for what 
we ice contrary in many of the people of God in our dates: 
eſpetially among thoſe who have beſt parts and abilities, O

forth a few poore plaine men(two, and two) to preach the 
Goſpell and win ſoules? how did the Learned prond Phariſees, and 
moſt of the people, deſpife them, and perſecute them fron 
City to city? They underſtood not what God was about, no more 
then the people of this generation. O how contrary are the diſpet- 
fations of God to the appreheo(ions of moſt in this age | They 
ſpeake againſt his waies,contradiing,and blaſpheming , | 

Yea the waies of God arecontrary to the apprehenſions of 
- many of the godly among us,ſome of them diceQly oppoſe God, ui 
his great de/igne, others doe not, cannot put to their hand ty 
forther it, for they apprehend it not, they cannotcloſe with t 
In their Sermons, Prayers, Diſcourſes, they ſpeak nothing ofit 
to promote it, nay (being darkned through intereſts, and 
corruptions)they oppoſe it,and ſpeake againſt ic, and thoſe who 
carry it on.

diog to the degrees of theſe corruptions: For as any ou 
growes in grace,and holinefſe,and gets more of the divine Nt 
or Image of God, fo are the things of God more, or leſſe raanitely 
toſucha one, 

Thirdly, God will be ſeene, and acknowledged in the worl 
eſpecially in his great di/pexſations, therefore are his waies oft 
ſo unſuted to the apprehenfions of men; but when they ſee 
length, that God brings about His ex4s by them ; which the 
thought ſo unlikely, then they admire.

faile in bringing forth ſrgits; perhaps a cold time may come when 
they are in bloſſome,and ſpoile much or moſt of them, or if that ſruit 
they bring forth be ſomeWhat imperfeft by ſpots, roughneſſe, chaps, or 
the like,yet if it taſt well, if it have a good reliſh, be approves of the 
fruits,and commenas them, makes much of the trees, notwithſtanaing 
all imperfeflions in both . 


Hence we ſearne this Leſſon, That 
God beares With the failings, and imperfetions of bis people , and 
#7 ever ready totake notice of,and commend the good that is in thew, 


The Lord is pleaſed to beare with the failings of his people, and 
ſeemes not. to ſee them, but contrariwiſe takes notice of what good 
is in them;and ſpeakes of it with commendation, as if it were cheir 
owne. 

We ſee this fully in the caſe of Job: God paſſeth by his many, 
and great failings, and ſcarce takes notice of them (in ſtanding ſo 
much upon hs juſttfication , and breaking out to curſe the day of his 

birth, &c)but on the contrary obſerues,and commends whatis good 
in him, Te have noe ſpoken of me the thing that is right, as my ſer-

25-22.without a juſt cauſe:in numbring the people, and in many 
other things apon record:all which God paſleth by as if they had 
not beene,and faies of him,that David walked before him with a per» 
felt hear,tand departed not from him in_ any thing, ſave in the matter of 
Urials, 1Kings 15.5. 

How wonderfuliy did God beare withJonab,and how mild was 
God cowards him, when /o,a was up in an angry,ſfturdy humour, 
and would needs maintaine it» and anſwere God peremprorily, 
I do well to be angryJonah?

and prejudice-of Nathaniel concerning himfſelfe, and inſted of 
3 ceproofe gives hima commendation, Behold an Iſraclite indeed 
in whom there is no guile,Joh,1.46.

8 are like to have, Little reaſon then had Davia, (or any of the 


people of Godin their greateſt ſufferiogs)ro envy the proſperity 
ofthe wicked: He counted himſelfe fooliſh for ſo doing when he 
ſaw their end, P/a/m.92.7. When the Wicked ſpring as the Graſſe,and 
the Workers of iniquity de flouriſh,it 48 that they ſhall be deſtroyed for 
ever . 

Here alſo we may ſee the Error of thoſe who hold free wil: 
that a naturall man bath power of himfelfe to move and come 
to Chriſt, this is contrary to the docrine of Chriſt , and 
- takes away his glory from bim» as might be ſhewed at large. 

This is, and will be a continuall ground of love to God (to 
all eceraity)in the hearts of his people,they being drawn to Chriſt , 
and fixed ypon him by faith, it is the ſpiric that - bath donne it,we 
contributed nothing to the worke, but itis an effet of free Eles 
ing love in God: thErefore let us ſhew forth the praiſes of God in 
a holy, and fruicfull Converſation, for.he that hath begun a good 
Warke Will perfett 52 unto the day of Jeſs Chriſt Phil. 1.6,

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Some Chriſtians chiefly purſne ſome particular duties belonging 

to them,and neglett others, | 
' Works and aQions of ſpirituall fruit-trees may be conſide- 
red as Branches,as well as ſeede,or fruits. | 

Some perſons(as experience m3kes too manifeſt) are very care: | 
fall, and diligent about ſome particular duties , which they carry 
on fromday to day:and its well they do fo, becauſe: thoſe things 
they ought to do; but there are. other duties (perhaps equally as con- 
venienc,or neceſſary to:be done) which are altogether, or very 
much »eg/efed; they ſhoote forth i ſome branches,but nat in all: 
they are content to do ſome ſmall,and eaſy things ſatable to their 
natures, and ends, while theynegleR grear and ſubſtantiall mat- 
ters: our Saviour reproves ſuch, Mar.23.23. Ye have omitted the 
weightier matters of the Law,7 udgment, mercy and faith theſe ought ye 
to have done, and not to leave the other undone , 

Some Chriſtians are a\\ (or moſt) for publique duties, and very 
much negle& the private; they heare (it may be) three or foure 
Sermons on the Lords day(in this place) and often on other days 
(and they are to be incouraged in frequent hearing the word) 
but yet many ſuch negleA(orſlightly performe)privare duties of 
Prajer,meditation,examination of the heart,and particular application 
of the word, withour which much hearing is to little purpoſe, 
The heart of man is deceitfull, and Sathan is deceirfull, and both 
will be ready enough to perſwade and carry on to publique duties 
all the day (ſeeing they will needs be religious)that ſo they may be 
hindred of greater ſpiritual advantages,in »egleffing the private due 
ries aforementioned, which are abſolutely neceſſary to a Chriſtians 
growth in grace. 

Some other Profeſſors are diligent in duties publique: and pri- 
vate, inreference to themſelves , but negleR duties in reference 
to others; as £xhortation, Reproofe diſtributing to their neceſſities, viſi- 
zing them ſometimes(eſpecially in their affliQions)herein they faile 
much:alchough theſe are the great-and weighty duties of (hriſtians: 
for if we faile in the great duties of /ove and charity towards our 
fellow members,whar do we, wher's our Religion > Pure Reli- 
$ioy, and undefiled before Ged, even the father # this, to wiſit the 
fatherleſſe aud Widdowes in their aff liftions, &c,}ames 1.27. 

See what our Saviou rſaies Of theſe duties, Matth.25.36, Magi- 

ſtrater ought not only to 7eſtraine,and puniſe what is to Gods diſe 
IIS honour,

honour, but allo to contrive, ſtand for, and nphild what is acs 
ceptableto him . 

CHiniſters of the Goſpell ought not onlyto preach the Goſpell 
in the publique congregation, but alſo to take all occaſions in pri» 
vate to exhort, rebuke, inſtru, 3nd encourage the people in. 
. the things of God, to be 5n/tant in ſeaſon and ont of ſeaſon, inqui- 

ring how the worke of grace goes on in the hearts of their 
people,and to know their fate (which Paul ſo much enquired after, 
in his owne perſon, and by others,that he might ſpeak, and write 
moe ſutable to their conditions) Phil, 2. 19.C01.4.8. how Sathan 
works, what diſpenſations they have from God, and to learne 
experiences from them; ſtadying men, as they ſtudy books, by 
which courſe they may become wiſe,and skillfall workmen, and 
know thoſe waies and workings of God, of Sathan, of Grace and 
Corraption,which otherwiſethey can never know. 
Paſtors of congregations have a ſtrict charge, As 20. 28. Take 
heed to all the flock over Which the Holy Ghoſt hath mad: you Over 
ſeezs + Now to overſee the (hurch imports more than only to 
Preach in/ publique, that is but a part of their worke : A ſpecis 
all care ſhould be had of the different ſtate of particular per- 
ſons. 

This ſhould punt us vpon Examination what works and duties 
God requires of us in our generall, and particular Callings,that 
knowing them, we may obſerve one as well as another, and have 
reſpeRt ro all Grids (ommands. Let us not ſuffer one dnty to 
jaſtle out another, which is frequenc among Chriſtians: Many 
think if they are ſtill doing what is good, and about the worke 
of God:they look not ſo much about them, nor conſider what is 
neceſſary b-/ides,or what 13 more neceſſary and profitable,and ſomany 
times negleR che maine worke. They ler ſome branches of duties 
witheg, and dye: while the fap and ſtrength of the Tree preſſeth 
forth,and ſpends it ſelfe in other branches lefſe frnitfull .

This is another Similitnde of the ſtate of ſpirituall fruits trees,

While perſons remaine in an unregenerate ſtate, all the meanes of 
grace # unprefitable to thim . 


Many make a profeſſion, who yet have nothing of the power 
of godlineſſe: they attend the Ordinances, they heare the word,

And as they reje& the ward, lo alſo they reſiſt the ſpiric, 47s 
7.51. Te do alwaies reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt; as your fathers did, ſo do 
Jee, Yea Judgments, and puniſhments are incjetanll ro them, 
Eſay 9.13. The people turneth not untohim that (miteth them , 
weither do thiy [ecke the Lord of Hoſts, Amos 4 9. 1 have ſmitten yuu 
With blaſting ,aud mildew,C&c.y*t ye bave not returned unto meg (aith 
the Lord: [ have ſent amcnng you peſftilence, and ye have mot retarned 
unto me, And ver(.

So we ſee all that God doth for,or againſt perſons out of Chriſt, 
all the meanes of grace is unprofitable to them; they negleR 
the mercies of God, rejeR the word, [pirit, Judgments of Ged, and all

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the re proofes, admonitions,Connſels>Exbortarions, and Examples of 
his people . ; 


Hence we ſee the miſerable condition of perſons ont of Chriſt, 1 Uſe, 


ſeeing »ecthing Will do good upon them: would it not be accoms 
pteda heavy curſe, if the Lands of ſome men ſhould bring forth 
nothing but bryer5,chorns,ard Weds, with all the good husbandry 
that could be beſtowed on them,with »aine,unne, and dewes, when 
by the ſame meanes, other mens grounds are made fruitfull ? this 
(pirituall curſe upon the ſoules of unregenerate perions is infi« 
nitely greater: ſuch (without Repentance) are nigh wnro curſing, 
and everlaſting burnings, Heb. 6.8, 

Labour then with all chy might to get this evidence of Regene-

nour to God and credit to their profeſſion, Marth. 5.16. Let your 
light ſo ſhine before men, that they may ſte your good works, and gle- 
rifie your father which is in heaven; And againe, 1 Pet, 2.12, 
having your conver ſation honeſt among the Gentiles Cc. they may 
by your good Works which the y ſhall beheld glorify God in. the day of 
viſitation. | 

Bat if on the contrary profeſſors walke looſely,and negligently, 
theſe things reflet upon God,to his diſhonour: As a ſervant to

So it is berweene God and 
his people: if chey walke circamſpeRly, in a holy and fruitfull 
converſation they glorifie the name of God to whom they have 
relation, but if they walke vainely,and looſely, if they watke in 
pride, minding earthly things (the two grand fins of many 
profeſſours in our times) ſcraping-and holding rogether the traſh 
of the world, as though there were no better things to be had in 
the waies of God,then they cauſe the name of G:d to be blaſphemed, 
his waies to be ſcandalized, and the generation of his children co 
be reproached, the name of God is blaſphemed through you, Rom, 2. 
24. James 247. 

Let ſuch as profeſſe Chriſt depart from iniquity, and labour 
after a holy and frnitſull converſation: for Joh-15,8, Herein, wy fas 
ther glorified that ye bring forth much fruit . 

I verily believe, God hath more borour, Religion and the 
Goſpell more credir, by ſome one of his people{meane and del 
Piſed, ic may besin the eye of a corrupt mind) than by an hun- 
dred others, who yet may have grace to bring them to heaven ; 
therefore letus ſtciveto out go'one another in bringing honour 
zo God by a holy and heavenly conver[ation .

both of them [ucking one and the ſame juyce of the Earth the ove 
converts it" into good ſap, and nouriſhment, and conſequently into 
good and Wholſome fruits;the other turnes the ſame juyce of the Earth 
snto ſoWver, bitter, and it may be (as in ſome kinds) into poyſonous 
fruits; and this ts from the different Formes, and Natures of tie 
Trees. : 


This ſhadowes our unto us this Propoſieion: That 


The ſame things Which are bleſſings ro the Godly, are curſes to the 


wicked,becaule of their different Principles « Th 
c 
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' The righteora and che wicked dwell together, they are mixed as 
the Wheate and Taxes, Flowers or Weeds in a Garden; and both for 
the moſt part, are partakers of the ſame outward priviledges, bur 
tothem thar are in Chriſt, all things worke together for their geod, 
Rew.8.28. To the pureall things are pure, but tothe unbelieving 
there 15 nothing pure,Tit.1.15, A godly man does not cnly draw 
ſmeetneſle out of things that are of themſelves ſweet, out of the 
Wora, Ordinances, Chriſt, and bis people, but allo even out of thiugs 
that are birter,as Croſſes aff liftions, Temptations, Trials, to him oa 
ofthe ſtrongeſt comes ſweetreſle . | 

But now a wild #»grafted tree,a perſon out of Chriſt, he is like 


the ſpider that ſucks poyſon out of the ſweeteſt flowers, the 


beſt things become evill co him; bleſſings become car ſe; his health, 
ſtrength, liberty, riches, honours, friends, gifts, Learning, &c. all 
theſe become ſnares unto him, he makes uſe of them to his owne 
hurt, drawes nothing out of them but þ»,and death, Their Table 
becomes a ſnare to them , and that which ſhould have beene for their 
welfare, it becomes a Trap,Pſal.69-22. 

Yea, all /piritaall things prove for their greater condemnation, 
they deſpiſe the riches of Gods grace, and turne it into wantonneſſe, 
Jude 4, and therefore treaſure up unto themſelves wrath againſt 
the day of wrath; The very Goſpel it ſelfe(which is the power of 
God to ſalvation, and the ſavour of life unto lif: to them 
who are 5» Chriſt) theſe wild Plants ſuck no ſweetneſſe out of 
it, but to them it is the ſavour of death unto arath, 2Cor.2. 16, 

Yea, the preateſt Gift thatever was beſtowed on the ſonnes 
ofmen, 7 ſu (hrift/out of whom the branches ingrafted into 
him,draw ſweetneſſe, {ap avd life, marrow and fatneſſe,wine and was 
ter of life) he is not ſwzete ro them , but contrariwile an offence; 
Chriſt crucified # to them a ſtumbling bleck, ana fooliſhnrſſe, 1Cer, 
1.2 3, Chriſt, his word, his Qrdinances, hs people, Bis mercies, Juagments, 
all his things are pcrverted,and abuſed by them. 

Hence we may ſee and admire the free diſtingaiſhirg love of 
God towards his owne people, who maketh ſuch a difference be- 
tweene chem and others; fo that a/l things, even the Worſt things 
are good tO them, they draw vircue from them:but all things, even 
the beſt things, are evill ro the wicked, they draw poyſon 
and death out of them . 
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. Seeing that by reaſon of the cor»upe nature inthe wicked they 
draw evi!] out of what is good, and that all things are avuſed by 
them to their owne deſtruRion3 this ſhould caution us alwaies to 
beware of their Opinions, Judgments, & prattiſes:though they be ne- 
ver ſo eminentin parts,and learning, and bring Scripture to back 
them, yet ſuſpeR all, for they cannor ſee nor diſcerne; their minds 
and conſciences are defiled, they ſuck not the marrow of truth 
out of the word, but they pervere ir to therr owne deſtrutlion, 
2Per. 1.16. they draw poyſon, corrupt doctrine out of the pure, 
and wholſome wells of ſalvation, : 


Therefore our Saviour warned his diſciples tO rake heede and" 


beware of the leaven of the Phariſees, and Sadduces: which was their 
doftrine, Mat. 16.6,12. The word which is as the Pilar of fire, and 
diſcovers tothe people of God their way, is but a derke Cloud 
to them, Ex0.1 4430, they ſtumble at the word, yea at Chriſt bim« 
elfe , 1Pet.2.8.eA ſtone of ſtumbling,and 4 rock of offence , even to

The confideration of this ſhould humble all the people of God, 

ſeeing we carry abogt withus a corrupt Nature, and can by no 
meanes be rid of it. 
This ſhould make every one of us watchfu!l, and circumſpe& 
opainſt ſio,and all enemies, for if the talleſt Cedars, and ſtrongeſt 
Oakes have beene bowed, and brought downe, how ſhall the weake 
Plant refiſt,but by drawing continually ſap and ſtrength from the 
Roote, and walking cloſely with God? 

The conſideration of this Propoſition may be a meanes to flay 
the ſpirit of a weake Chriſtian, who is diſcouraged in looking 
upon his fin,and corruption, whatever is written, is written foc 
our learning,that we through patience &comfort of the Scriptures 
might have bope: this is one cauſe why the faults, and ſins of the 
Saints of old are recorded. 

Take heed of coo much admiringthe het men; there is drofle 
mixed with their pureſt mettles; Itis anerror therefore in ſome 
perſons, who take all for granted that ſome (whom they admire) 
deliver in their Sermonsor otherwiſe, and that follow their J#dgs 
ments and Examples becauſe theirs: Let us rryall things and bold 
faſt that Which is good: 1Thel. 5.2, l

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This is another S:m/irnde of the ſtate of [pirituall frauit-treq, 
and ſhadowes out unto us this Propoſerion, which alſo concurts 
with the word and Experience: That A 

Cavnal! perſons are as forWard, and zealons in the waies of ſins 
as (uluxl!y) the godly are in the Waies of holineſſe . 


All people are carried on in thoſe waies that are ſutabletg 
their Principles whether ſpiritoall,or carnall:PapiſZs(& other ſuper, 
ſtitious perſons (are as Zealous in their waies, as uſually men fea. 
ring God are in Gods waies . 

The Idolatrous people mentioned, Jer. 44, were very zealeu, 
and earneſt in worſtiping their falſe gods, infomuch that when 
the Propher from God told them the danger thereof, and that it 
would'be no lefſe than deſtruction to them if they continued {6 
to provoke God:their ſpirirs roſe againft him, they anſwered him 
boldly,and ſtoutly, with one conſent, ver/. 16. 17. The word that 
thou haſt ſpoken to us in the nggpe of the Lord > Wwe will not heaveit 
of thee, but wee Will ace WParſcever commeth out - of our ont 
month, as to burne incenſe to the 2 uecene of heaven, and to powre 
out arinks offerings unto her, as Wee have done, both wee and our fa- 
thers,onr Kings ana our Princes. 

So were the worſhipers of Baal earneſt and forwardin calling 
upon their [4»//,cutting and lancing themſelves: And the people 
of Epheſus, 4s 19. how earneſt were they for upholding their 
Dianatver(.28. They were full of wrath, and cryed ont, ſaying great 
#4 Diana of the Epheſians : and the Whole ("ity was full of confu- 
fion, and they rnſoed inzothe (ommon place with one conſent, &c. $0 
verl. 24. 

How vehement!y earneſt have we ſeene carnal! perſons for up: 
holding the booke of Commoneprayer, receiving the Lords Supper a: 
Eaſter &@? Wherein they will not be hindred, an experiment 
whereof we had lately of ſome grofly ignorant perſons, who were 
prevented at one place from receiving the ſacrament of the ſupper 
from the hand of a profane Miniſter,they went after him the ſame 
day.to another place, wading through the waters (which then oy 
reafon of great raine overflowed the banks) rocome to him,out of 
their bliad zexle not knowing what they did, And

Now the reaſon of this is, becauſe the waies of fin are agrees

| becauſe Sarhan workes mightily in the ſpirits of ſuch perſons, to 
ſtirrechem up, and to carry them on in carnall courſes; eſpecially 
in 3ny thing which hath in it butthe leaſt ſhew of good. 
The conſideration of this ſhould make regenerate perſons 
to take ſhame to themſelves;That they who have the Commands of 
God, Divine Principles,the holy ſpirit, the glory of God,, the Wel= 
fare of others an tternall inheritance &c, to carry them on and en- 
courage them,ſhould yer be no more forward and zealons in the 
the waies of God ,' then ungidly ones are in the Waies of 
fn: Oitſhould humble us geatly that we are fo 4=/l. cold, 
and formall, that we have no more zeale, ſpirit, and life in 
the pleaſant, and holy Waies of Gods that we are no more forward 
to bring _—_ ſweete, wholſome and pleaſant fruits to God, than 
wicked men areto bring forth poyſonour,and deadly fruits. 

It is an intollerable ſhame to ſome profeſſors eſpecially, to ſee 
them ſo likewarme,and anaRive in the waies of God,when power 
is in their hand to aR for God, and his people,they move (low. 
ly,and feebly in his cauſe: wicked men are (commonly) more 
zealous and aQive inthe ſervice of Sathan and their /»/ts , then 
Gods peoplearein the ſervice of the /iving and true Goa, 

This is a thing greatly to be bewailed by us.

yet Sod careth and provideth for them all,his love is towards 
all. Rich Abraham and poore Lazarw are both beloved of God:ſome 
are in great eſteeme and reputation generally among the people 
(as (ornelits) Atts 10.22.

that when poore ſoules bave come to ther to acquaint them with 
their doubts 8 feares,and troubles of ſpiriezthey bave negleRed them, 
and given them a very (light anſwere, and ſent them away much 
more burdned than before, which opportunities they ſhould moſt 
oladly have imbraced:;and have been very tender of [ach Wounded, 
ſick, and weary ſoules,and bave come and ſent often to them,and 
taken care of them as a Nurſe cheriſheth her Children. 

Let us bleſſe God (notwithſtanding ſo many ſeeke their owne 
things,and negleft the things of Jeſus Chriſt, Phil,2.21) that yet we 
have ſome Paul's & Timothies among us, who lay out themſelves 
diligently to looks into the particular ſtate of [oules,and naturally take 
care fur their welfare .

Now here were great and glorions beginnings, and proceedings 
for many yeares together,in ti;e Apoſtles and Primirive times, but 
afterwards they worke went on more ſlowly , when Antichriſt 
was revealed he that did ler, being taken out of the way ( that is 
the Emperour who had his ſeate in Rowe, being removed to Ger, 
mn )when the Pope,and the whole Hierachy of Rome had gotten 
head and ſtrength, and credit in the world, then they preatly 
hindred the worke, though it hath beeve carried on ever ſince, 
yet much more ſi:w/y than atthe beginning: Afﬀcer a time there 
aroſe many, and prear enemies againſt the Church, and every 
where perſecuted the Saints: The Beaſt out of the bottomleſſe Pit, 
the red Dragon, the Beaſt with ſeven heads and ten hornes , The 
Beaſt with two hornes. like the Lamb; the Whore of Babylon, the 
Beaſt with the falſe Prophet, &c. theſe enemies of the Church hin- 
dred(as much as in them lay)the propagation of the Goſpell. As

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formerly enemies hindred the building of the Material! Temple, 
ſo have they ever fince hindred the building of the ſpiriruall 
Temple: or (according to the Similitude) the great Plantation of 
the husbanaman, It 1s a very great Orchard, there is much work, to 
be done in it, and about it, and many ,and powerfull enemies are 
againſt it, therefore the husbandman is /ong about tt:Itis ſo large, 
that it reacheth to the exds of the earth; over every kindred, and 
Tongue, and People, and Nation, Rev.5.9, And asit is /arge, fo 
there is much worke, and but /irtle help; Matth. 9.37. The harveſt 
truly # great,and the Laborers but few. 

There is herein a ground of exceeding great gladneſſe and rejuys 
cing ſeeing that God(the great and skilfull busbandman) hath 
undertaken this worke,of Planting fo large an Orchard,or Garden 
for himſe}fe,over a// Nations; though there have beene but ſl: 

roceedsngs inthe worke,for a long time, yet the proceedings have 

eene ſure:God,&hispeople have been at worke ever (ince,they bes 
gan it unto this day;and we have Propheſies, & Promiſes that it ſhall 
So ON unto perfeRion, yes, and more ſpeedily too,in theſe latter dates, 
thanin former times, Eſay 60.3,4,5,&c, Lift up thineepes round 
about and ſee, all they gather themſelves together, they come to thee, 
the abundance of the ſea (or N ations) ſhall be converted unto thee, 
the forces of the gentiles ſhall come to thee. They ſhall flie as doves 
to their Wingdowes ver(.8.

waies #ſefu/l,and h:lpfull to his people,by their Gifts, and (Common 
graceriin Naturall,and Morall things .
